to livestock producers and 
tho animal health industry:

The 
FDA could not put the two 
proposals into effect before 
the inauguration of Presi* 
dent Reagan , and it will be 
some time before the new 
administration can get a 
handle on such complex ahd 
controversial proposals— 
even if ultimately they are 
inclined to go ahead with 
them. 


Position paper submitted: 

Meat men advise 
new administration 




An industry position 
paper submitted to U.S. 
President-elect Ronald 
Reagan’s agricultural ad- 
visers recommends the 
incoming administration re- 
vise policy in five areas of 
concern to livestock and 
meat producers, reports 
Commodity News Service 
(CNS). 

The paper was written by 
Roy Keppy, past president 
of the Notional Pork 
Producers Council and 
former chairman of the 
Meat Board’s Pork Produc- 
ers Council, and Richard 
McDougol, former National 
Cattlemen’s Assn, presi- 
dent. 

The document urges the 
new administration to de- 
vote more funds to research 
aimed at improving live- 
stock production efficiency 
and to intensify foreign 
animal disease research and 
control efforts. It also urges 
the government to limit its 
, ’ credit to livestock producers ■ 
to emergency ’ situations, 
thus avoiding subisdizing 
inefficient producers. 

The paper colls for tax 
incentives to spur capital 
investment, including the 
expansion of federal tax 
incentives to include all 


buildings and facilities used 
in agricultural production. 

It also urged modifica- 
tions in estate tax laws to 
prevent the need for forced 
liquidation of family farms 
or ranches to pay such 
taxes. 

The paper said USD A 
should strike a balance 
between producer and 
consumer interest in policy 
decisions. 

"There is no doubt that 
consumer interests and 
needs can be served within 
USD A, but not by making 
fond production subservient 
to consumer interest," the 
paper said. 

USDA should work to 
emphasize consumer un- 
derstanding of modem food 
production systems and 
should work to build public 
confidence in the whole-

Secrotary of Agriculture- 
designate John Block told 
some 700 American Farm 
Bureau Federation (AFBF). 
members, attending their 
62nd annual convention 
Jan. 11-14, that "Governor 
Reagan . . . understands we 
have to have profitability in 
agriculture." 

Block, speaking in a 
general session of Farm 
Bureau delegates in the 
New Orleans Superdome, 
said his priority "is to safe- 
guard the interests of 
agriculture and serve as an 
agricultural advocate." In 
doing this, he sees himself 
serving agriculture, agri- 
business, and consumer 
interests, he said. 


"One of my responsibili- 
ties is going to be to work 
with other (government) de- 
partments, work with those 
who can have an impact on 
agriculture to insure that 
they understand the kind of 
impact they are . going to 
have. And to insure (that 
decisions) are carefully 
weighed so that something 
is not done that is not in our 
best interest." ■ 

Block, said he' 'favara 
"going to a four-year bill 
rather than just ah exten- 
sion" of tho farm bill. 

Referring tq a statement 
he made shortly after his 
nomination for. the top 
USDA post regarding food . 
, as a foreign policy weapon, 
Block said, "I can see that 


calling fond a weapon may 
be a little harsh. Maybe l 
should have said that food is 
a great asset. It’s an 
effective instrument, it's a 
useful tool, for tho purposo 
of promoting and forward- 
ing world peace, for the 
purpose of providing stabili- 
ty in the world . . . Let's hot 
sell this 'agricultural indus- 
try short by pretending that 
we don't have aq effect." 

Block continued, saying 
that "we are only effective if 
we are a reliable supplier of 
products . . . consistent in; 
our supplying.-' . He 
stressed that U.S. trading 
partners need to be able to 
' ‘count on ’ ' U.S, exports. 

Block promised an at- 
tempt to cut regulations, 


but warned it would be an 
austere budget and "there 
isn't going to be a lot of 
expansion in programs." 

He said that farmers 
haven’t had any incentive lo 
produce Lhe past three 
years, but predicted that 
given production incentive, 
the agriculture industry will- 
respond. 

AFBF President Robert 
Delano urged that Presir 
dent-elect Reagan give 
‘■‘high priority to his election 
campaign prpmise to end 
the grain embargo," which 
Deland termed "an econo- 
mic and diplomatic disas-

Check-off push makes headway 


Twenty major beef-pro- 
ducting slates have taken or 
are considering action to 
increase Lhetr beef check-off 
rules, according to a 
spokosmon for the Beof 
Industry Council < BIC) of 
Lhe National Live Stock and 
Mont Board. 

J. Richard Pringle, a 
rancher and cattle feeder 
from Yates Center. Kan., 
who serves as chairman of 
the BIC’s revenue develop- 
ment committeee, said the 
slates' action is consistent 
with the findings of a Doane 
Agricultural Service survey 
of cattlemen taken six 
months ago. 

"This shows us that 
cattlemen weren’t just 
. talking when they said they 
were willing to support a 
higher level of funding for 
beef market development 
programs," Pringle said. 

In the Doane survey, 
approximately ■ two-thirds 
said they would invest 60, 
cents per head or more in 
such efforts, which are 
' conducted by the Meat 
Board's Beef Industry 
Council and some 29 state 
. beef promotion organiza- 
tions. 

At n recent meeting in 
Ames, Iowa, called by the 
BIC Revenue Development 
Committee, the following 
' state actions were dis- 
cussed: • 

■ Move to one dollar per 
• head— California, Illinois, 

Minnesota, Nevada; 

■ Move to 60 cents per 
head— North Dakota,. Ore-

ment program for the beef 
industry. We're going lo 
need that kind of funding to 
maintain beef’s market 
share and increase demand 
for greoter profit opportun- 
ity." he added. 

Pringle also stressed the 
importance of a coordinated 
approach to beef market 


development, involving na- 
tional efforts by the Beef 
Industry Council of the 
Meat Board and in-state 
programs by beef councils.

“Stork men, Ik* prepared 
Tor ini influx of pnsionuu-s 
plants this winter." warns 
Kirk McDaniel, extension 
brush and weed control 
specialist at New Mexico 
Slate University. Lost sum- 
mer’s drought weakened 
range plants and denuded 
large areas of range. 

Rain anil snowfall has 
increased over most of New 
Mexico, and the soil 
moisture has allowed many 
species of annual plants to 
revegetale hard hit areas. 
The problem is that some of 
these plants are toxic lo 
livestock. Cattle, horses and 
sheep will graze these 
plants because normally 
preferred grasses made 
little growth over the past 
year. McDaniel says. 

If symptoms of poisoning 
occur, stockmen should 
immediately contoct a vet- 
erinarian. If plants arc 
suspected, the veterinarian 
can provide information 
about the kind of plants to 
look for in a range survey. 
Specialists with the NMSU 
Cooperative Extension Ser- 
vice or the Soil Conservation 
Service are also available to 


identify plants suspected of 
poisoning, McDaniel says. 

Livestock poisoned by 
plants can he treated in 
several wnys. A veterinar- 
ian may prescribe u 
medicine, supplemental 
feeding may he in order, or 
the animals may simply be 
moved to a different 
pasture. Because there are 
so many different chemical 
compounds in plants that 
cause poisoning, no one 
treatment will work in all 
cases. 

Prevention is the best 
practice lo reduce losses, 
McDaniel says. Toxic plants 
can be controlled by hoeing 
or spraying. You can also 
fence hazardous areas or by 
using animals which can 
safely clean the pasture. 

For the long-range, deve- 
lop a deferred- rotation graz- 
ing ' program to improve 
range condition. A range in 
good condition has a high 
amount of perennial forage 
plants which offer heavy 
competition nnd a reduced 
number of toxic annuals, 
McDaniel says. 

Toxic plants create a 
complex -problem. A good 


rnngc-iivestock manage- 
ment program which plans 
for drnugliL and infestations 
of toxic plants will help 
prevent livestock losses, the 
specialist says. 

It is important to remem- 
ber that even on the best 
rangeland, infestation of 
poisonous annuals still 
occur along roads around 
watering areas, salt grounds 
and bedding areas. 

What’s next for beef? 

. What's next in beef 
merchandising? Consumer 
acceptance of frozen heef, 
followed by central cutting, 
say representatives of John 
Morrell Cn. and Swift and 
Co. 

Speaking at n seminar on 
food distribution, the pack- 
ing company representa- 
tives said central prepara- 
tion of case-ready beef is 
nlrendy here, but consum- 
ers have not fully accepted 
frozen beef. But, they 
added, ns sales of micro- 
wave ovens climb nnd ns 
meat distribution costs 
increase, frozen beof sales 
will increase.

Food safety for consumers 
carries heavy price in store 


Ojn‘.iim»TS of frwnl-i frum 
animals now lime extensive 
Hssur.inti* of the safety of 
those products a*» n result of 
lows unrl rtf ' li l at ions 
r-naitwl over the lost several 
decodes, hut this progresfl 
has not hoen mntlo without 
casts. 

As o result nf some of 
those same Inw.s and 
refill At ions, udvAncos in 
development nmi use of 
drugs, essential nutrients, 
ami pesticides in animal 
production hnve boon 
slowed to a sunil's pace. 
Productivity of scientific 
effort hns been reduced, 
and incrons os in efficiency 
of nnlnml production have 
been rn rlu i led hcCAUsu of 
them. 

All these of fuels show up 
in the inurkot us increased 
prices coiiHiimi?ni must pny 
for foods from animals. 

The naturally occurring 
uiemout selenium was dis- 
covered in 1907 to he an 
usHPiilitd nutrient for nni- 
mnls, ami two years Inter its 
addition to animul diets was 
authorized in Now Zealand. 

"But in the U.S., it has 
taken 22 years to gain 
approval from the Food and 
Drug Administration to add 
this nutrient to the diets of 
certain poultry, swine, 
sheep, and cattle," accord- 
ing to Duane Ullrey, a 
member of a task force of 1 6 
scientists commissioned by 
the Council for Agricultural 


Science and Technology 
ft -ASTI to prepare a report 
on the impact of govern- 
ment regulations on the use 
nf chemicals in animal 
production. 

"Our inability to ndd 
trace quantities of this trace 
mineral to animal diets thut 
are deficient in selenium 
has cost billions of dollars in 
reduced performance, sick- 
ness, nnd death of food 
animals." says Ullrey, an 
animul nutritionist at 
Michigan State University. 

"Losses due to selenium 
deficiency in cattle and 
sheep alone have been 
estimated to exceed $500 
million in it single year— 
costs that have honn added 
to thi> price of the incut and 
oLhur products wo derive 
from these animals. 

"The regulatory hurdles 
are especially troublesome 
for animal nutrients that are 
not patented hecuiise nil 
companies can sell them, 
nnd no one company enn 
afford lo produce all the 
information needed tc 
obtain approval for their use 
from the Food ond Drug 
Administration. Because of 
this, we had to organize a 
«p vein 1 research program 
among universtLy scientists 
to develop all Lhe informa- 
tion needed for selenium 
use,

Delano said he sees the 
1980 increase in Farm 
Bureau membership (more 
than 98,000 new member 
families) as a mandate to 
"seek solutions to a long list 
of pressing farm problems, 
including improved farm 
income, Lhe right to farm 
without undue regulations, 
adequate farm energy sup- 
plies, and a stronger voico 
for farmers and ranchers 
whenever agricultural deci- 
sions are made." 


Returning In the embargo 
question, Delano said, 
"Should further Soviet 
aggression require sanc- 
tions, we ask for a full 
embargo of all trade, 
technology, servicey and 
cultural contacts." 

Other general session 
speakers included Federal 
Reserve Chairman of the 
Board Paul Volcker; former 
Army Chief of Staff General 
W.C. Westmoreland; and 
Louisiana Congressman 
Henson Moore. 

Volcker told Farm Bureau 
delegates he sees no choice 


hut to continue the present 
tight money and credit 
policies. 

"Wo have not yet turned 
the corner on inflation," he 
said, citing continued in- 
creases in the prices of land 
and equipment. He sees a 
need for change in "atti- 
tudes and policies across 
a broad range of private and 
public behavior" to achieve 
financial stability. And he 
suggested that control of 
federal spending, a bal- 
anced budget, tax reform 
and regulatory changes 
need to begin now. 


The Fedora I Reserve 
chairman asked the agricul- 
ture community to look for 
ways to improve the 
effectiveness of critical farm 
programs, find ways of 
reducing costs, and elimi- 
nate "costs that may be 
distorting investment deci- 
sions." 

The Form Bureau Wo- 
men, with several thousand 
delegates, heard Dr. Cortez 
F. Enloe, Jr., keynote 
speaker, declare that "the 
government should not be 
telling the American people 
what to eat.” 


In commenting on up- 
coming changes in the 
federal government, tho 
publisher of "Nutrition 
Today” said, "While Mrs.

someness of the U.S. food 
supply, the paper said. It 
criticized Carter adminis- 
tration officials for placing 
too much emphasis on 
consumer interests. 

The authors also urged 
the new administration to 
eliminate "burdensome, 
unrealistic" government 
regulations. They called for 
a return to multiple-use and 
sustained-yield policies on 
federal lands; the current 
administration's attitudes 
and policies on grazing have 
been directed toward reduc- 
ing domestic livestock num- 
bers on federal lands.

In about GO days, tho USDA will begin the formal 
procedure Lhnt could ultimately change the U.S. beef 
grading system, a lop Food Safety and Quality 
Service off Heal said, according to CNS. 

The official, FSQS deputy administrator, Michael 
Huggins, told CNS that the meat quality division 
would have an opinion pnpor identifying beef grading 
issues to proitonL top USDA officials in about two 
months. Presentation of tho opinion papor is the first 
of a four-pnrl process that USDA muBt go through to 
implement new or revised regulations, 

Huggins said the pnpor would include the views of 
tho various industry segments and consumers that 
would ho affected by hoof grading changes. FSQS has 
done only minimal preliminary work on grading 
changes at this lime, ho said, because the department 
is wailing until now USDA leadership takes effect 
Inter this month. 

Speaking before a National Beof Grading 
Conference in Arnes, Iowa, Huggins said grading 
idens discussed during the throe-day conference will 
have a significant impact on tho FSQS 
decision-making process.

Kepn-sviiling the con-

view, Thomas H. Smith, 
research director of the 
Community Nutrition Insti- 
tute. Washington, D.C.. 
said the major concern of 
consumers is price— and it 
will he price which will 
dictate whether beef, pork 
or poultry will come out on 
top. He added that the beef 
industry is locked into a 
high -cost market because of 
the grading system which 
discriminates against lean 
beef and lower prices. If the 
trend continues, the indus- 
try could price itself into a 
specialty market in 10 to 20 
years. 

Smith sues no problem 
with modernizing grades. 
Fow consumers know about 
grades under prime and 
choice anyway, so changes 
would result in o minimum 
of confusion. One alterna- 
tive would he to lower tho 
choice grade to include all or 
some of the good grade. 
Another possibility would be 
chnngo tho name of Lhe 
good grade to a more 
appealing “choice-lean" or 
"choice-Ote. ” The standard 
grade could be called 
"USDA lean," Smith said 


such newly named grades 
should be promoted as the 
Ivan cuts they are. More 
consumers will buy lean 
beef if it is available. 

A possible indication of 
the importance nf leanness 
In consumers was illustrat- 
ed in a national survey 
conducted by Safeway 
Stores. Frank Srubar, vice 
president for meat mer- 
chandising at Safeway, aoid 
two-thirds of the 3300 
families surveyed thought 
lieef in the higher choice 
grade was leaner than beef 
in Lhe good grade, when the 
exact opposite is true. 

Other presentations were 
given at the 2 Mi -day 
conference on new technol- 
ogies and methods, the 
process and politics of im- 
plementing grade changes, 
the future of cattle produc- 
tion in the U.S. and the 
innovative merchandising 
nf beef's competitors, 
among others. 

Tho National Beef Grad- 
ing Conference was spon- 
sored by the National 
Cottlemen's Assn., the 
Iowa Beef Industry Council, 
the Iowa Cattlemen's Assn, 
and Iowa State University, 
and co-sponsored by 12 
state beef councils. More 


than 300 persons from 32 
slates and two Canadian 
provinces representing cat- 
tle feeders, purebred breed- 
ers, packers, purveyors, 
retailers, processors, con- 
sumers, researchers and 
the USDA debated what 
changes, if any, are needed 
in USDA beef grading 
specifications and proced- 
ures. 

William Zmolek, ISU 
extension livestock special- 
ist and coordinator of the 
milestone conference, said 
the goal of the meeting was 
to create an awareness of 
problems in the beef 
industry related to grading 
and to provide a source of 
information upon which 
future proposals could be 
based. 

W.T. Berry, executive 
vice president of the 
National Cattlemen’s 


Assn., said research infor- 
mation and the different 
points of view which cams 
out of the conference will be 
a major part of the input for 
developing an NCA position 
paper on modernizing the 
beef grading system.

Whether those ap- 
provals do go forward 
will be a true test of the 
transition process for 
the animal drug Indus- 
try and livestock pro- 
ducers.

Although sporadic dry 
spells have affected the 
Midwest during the past 30 
years, the current drought 
has lasted since the fall of 
1979. There is considerable 
concern for major stream 
flows this year because 
there is no snow cover in any 
of the affected areas, 
particularly the more north- 
ern states.

Most of Nebraska, west- 
ern Iowa, eastern Kansas, 
central and eastern South 
Dakota and nearly all nf 
Missouri had moisture 
deficits of Five to 13.00 
inches (125 lo 325 mm) in 
1980. This precipitation 
represented 56 to 96% of 
normal, with most mid west- 
ern areas reporting 70 to 
75% of normal. 

The flow of the Missouri 
River already has been 
reduced, and projections for 
Mtream flow during the 
summer call for a continua- 
tion of the reduced flow .

• Platte Bnsin, Nebraska: 
Stream flow below normal. 


Mainstream reservoirs near 
normal. Soil conditions 
moderately dry in the east lo 
dry in lhe western basin . 

• Kansas Bnsin, Kansas: 
One-third to one-hat f nor- 
mal stream flow. Reservoirs 
below normal. Soil moisture 
low, particularly in the 
west. 

• The main stem nf the 
Missouri: Flow in the upper 
Missouri near normal but 
well below flows in 1978 and 
1979. About one-half of the 
current flow coming from 
releases at Gavins Point 
Dam. Storage at the Gnvins 
Point Dam could maintain 
normal stream flow for 
another year.

scratch against fences or 
JXjsIs, through weight Iiish, 
jjo.'isilile decreased milk 
production and u ven anemia 
and sometimes death. 

The milder form of those 
I tests aro body lice who live 
off the flakes and debris of 
skin, Martin said. 

But of far greater impact 
on Lhc animals and to 
cattlemen economically are 
the bloodsucking lice. 
These penetrate tho skins of 
uiiimats, can cause extreme 
discomfort find often cause 
raw wounds and scabs from 
scratching. 

Among cattlemen and 
animal health officials, Lhe 
latter is sometimes called 
“tho big itch." It is highly 
contagious and especially 
costly to cattlemen .

The drug circulates in an 
animal's system for about 
eight days, Kuhl said. It has 
successfully controlled cat- 
tlu scabies in a South Dakota 
feed lot experiment, he said, 
and appears to have no ill 
effocLs on mammals.
